May Be His Aid

Point Pelee* Out., July 9.—The 


body of an unidentified man was 
found floating on the Canadian sjhore 
here shortly before noon today. 


There was some belief that the 


body was that of Lieut. T. B. Null, 
missing from the wrecked balloon, 
A-6fiS9. 


The man was dressed in a blue 


shirt and wore army shoes. He was 
about five feet, seven inches, 
in 


height,- and from appearances had 
been in the water about a day and 
a half, according to authorities who 
examined t'he body. 


Port Stanley, Ontario, July 9.— 


Floating in the basket of the

fated L'. S. balloon, 
A-6698, 
the 


body of.Lieut, L. J. Roth was found 
fourteen miles off Port Stanley at 
10 a. m. today. 


The body and the basket 
were 


found by the Canadian 
fish boat 


Onajag. 


The body was found in the basket 


witU head and shoulders hanging 
over t'he side . The body was clad 
only in underwear and a life pre- 
server. 


Indent! fication was made possible 


by laundry marks on the underwear. 
The initials of "L. J. R." stood out 
plainly. 
A ring was found on the 


left hand. 


Belief that the men had been able 


to rtoat'away from the balloon, after 
it settled to t'he water, was born out 
by finding the basket. 
' By Lieut. Roth's body being found 
with the life preserver, authorities 
believed I'hey would find that 
of. 


Lieut. Null, floating somewhere in 
the vii'inity of where the basket was 
picked up. 


There is a possibility that Lieut. 


Null will be found alive, if he was 
able to withstand hunger and ex- 
posure, authorities said. Although 
Lieut. 
Roth's body had not been 


examined by physicians, it was be- 
lieved that death came as a result 


i' exposure and hunger, as the head 


and body were clear of the water. 


The men had not eaten since t'hey 


left Indianapolis, July 4, it was in-
